James  Barnes  was  transported  by  Captain  John  Boddy 
in  the  ship  "Cecilius”  15  April  16753. 

He  married  Ketura  Shipley,  daughter  of  Adam 
Shipley  the  Immigrant  sometime  before  9  August,  1693,  at 
which  time  he  received  from  his  brother-in-law  Richard 
Shipley  (the  administrator  of  his  father,  Adam  Shipley's 
estate)  100  acres  of  a  tract  of  land  called  Shipley’s 
Choice,  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  Severn  River. 

On  29  September,  1712,  Richard  Shipley  granted  to 
James  Barnes  103  acres  known  as  Eve's  Dower,  part  of  a 
larger  tract  called  Adam  the  First,  taken  up  by  Adam 
Shipley  the  Immigrant  in  1687.  This  land  was  located 
in  Howard  County,  near  the  community  of  Oakland  Mills. 
Later  on,  Richard,  son  of  James  and  Ketura  would  inherit 
the  tract,  and  he  would  sell  it  to  his  brother  Peter. 

James  Barnes'  name  appears  on  the  tax  rolls  of 
Baltimore  County  from  1701  to  at  least  1706,  but  at  that 
time  Baltimore  County  extended  south  of  the  Patapsco 
River  into  what  is  today  Howard  County. 

James  Barnes  died  intestate  about  1726,  and  his 
widow  Ketura  posted  bond  as  administratrix  of  his  estate 
on  13  June,  1726.  Robert  Shipley  and  Robert  Barnes 
wore  her  sureties. 

Ketura  Barnes  was  still  living  on  31  August  1730, 
when  she  deeded  some  property  to  her  son  Peter  Barnes , 
with  the  understanding  that  he  pay  a  debt  owing  to 
Philip  Hammond.

Caroline  Parish,  in  Howard  County,  when  Caleb  and  John 
Dorsey  deeded  the  vestry  the  land  on  which  the  present 
Christ  (P.E.)  Church  now  stands. 

Adam  made  his  will  19  November  1763,  and  it  was 
filed  16  February,  1779  in  Anne  Arundel  County.  From 
this  will  and  the  Anne  Arundel  County  Land  Records  we 
have  been  able  to  find  the  names  of  his  children  and 
who  they  married.
